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More About Collector Exploitation 


We are pretty well talked out with the story we run this 
week on page one, concerning the exploitation of stamps and 
stamp collectors by the stamp dealers. We had expected to 
make this subject our editorial for the week, but found on 
getting into the matter that the space re- 
quired was so much that we would not have 
it in this column and we also decided that 
the subject was of such importance that it 
was deserving of the front page space for 
the week. We have gone over this article 
thoroughly and believe we have presented 
the matter in a fair and frank way. We doubt 
if many dealers will disagree with the state- 
ments we make altho these statements clearly 

GEO. LINN point out that the dealers themselves are 
the most responsible for the situation, yet they are at 
the same time, merely catering to a demand and it will prob- 
ably be the responsibility of the collector himself if the 
dealer is made to see the error of his way in exploitation of 
this sort. ' 

Going beyond what we have to say in the first page 
story we want to point out one other source that is greatly 
to blame for these happenings and that is the publishers of 
the Standard Postage Stamp Catalogues of the various coun- 
tries, concerning our own Scott catalog, about which we will 
talk and the remarks we make would probably fit any other 
eatalog publisher as well. 

The catalog publishers have from time to time in a mild 
way, tried to help collectors by discrediting certain stamp 
issues. Some of these efforts have been pursued in such a 
manner that makes one believe they are sincere in their ef- 
forts, others have been in a luke warm manner. 

Even today Scott lists numerous stamps under what they 
call “Tentative listings”. If Scott has reasons to believe these 
issues are not legitimate, they would do best by removing 
them from the catalog entirely and thus giving them no 
recognition whatever. 

As a further help In blacklisting those issues, the pub- 
lishers should, through their Monthly Journal, as soon as 
information is available, give the story of these stamps and 
start their war on them as quickly as possible, even as they 
are first coming into the market or before they actually get 
into the market if possible thus spiking the guns of the 
dealer who offers the stamps. 

Back aimost 50 years ago there was quite a movement 
on foot by a group with the initials “S. S. S. S.” which at- 
tempted to pass on legitimacy of various stamp issues’ with 
a view to protecting the collector buyer. These initials stood 
for the Society For The Suppression of Speculative Stamps. 
It died a natural death in the course of time, but in its day 
was a very vigorous organization. 

We firmly believe that the catalogue publishers can 
exert a great influence if they but take the lead. Scott has 
however done some things which clearly indicate that with 
them it was a question of whose foot the shoe pinched. 

We have always maintained that the so called Farley 
issues of the United States should never have been recog- 
nized by Scott as legitimate stamps. We have maintained 
that one test that should be put to every stamp is that it has 
been on sale over the postoffice windows of postoffices 
throughout the land in which it was issued and this for a per- 
iod of time and with unrestricted sale This would of course 
necessitate production of anissue so large that no wholesale 
speculator could or wouldeven think of buying it up and if 
they did accomplish that fact, then another supply should be 
put on’sale for the public. Just one dose of such medicine 
would cure the worst culprit. 

Getting back to the Farleys, if Scott had refused to ac- 
knowledge these as issued stamps, had merely stated that 
they were press proofs, and so listed them, the damage would 
have been avoided for few collect proofs and few would have 
eared for them. 

This is in effect the treatment accorded these stamps 
by Stanley Gibbons, publisher of the Gibbons, catalog. They 
do not recognize these stamps as issued stamps and we agree 
with them. 
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the consequent increase in the number of collectors, many 
of whom are but tyros at the game, it is becoming more and 
more necessary that the trade that caters to their wants 
should clean house and try to supply only clean merchandise. 
There are certainly enough stamps of this nature issued 
each year to give all the dealers plenty of material with 
which to do business. 

Time is coming and coming fast when the average col- 
lector of almost any country, especially the bigger countries, 
will confine his collecting interests almost wholly to the 
stamps of his country. 
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This practice is followed by thousands im the United 
States who collect no other stamps. 

Reduction in the field the collector covers is being forced 
on him from two places, one by the ever increasing number 
of new stamps from all over the world and the other from 
the trashy issues that are increasingly being dished 
up by the countries that can be tempted by ready money to 
put out issues that are so dishonestly distributed that the 
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U. S. and Foreign Collections, large 
or small. What have you that you 
want to turn inta CASH? 
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stench they create is becoming unbearable. 
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NOTE TO DEALERS 
Linn’s Weekly Stamp News, 
Sidney, Ohio. 

Dear Sir: 

An important part of any 
newspaper or magazine and this, 
of course, also includes Linn’s 
Weekly are the advertisements. 
An advertisement costs money 
and the purpose of it, as I see 
it, is to get the prospective cust- 
omers acquainted with the goods 
which are for sale and in return 
bring money back to the one who 
pays for the ad. I think it is 
reasonable to assume that for 
this reason an ad should be clear 
and worded so as to leave no 
doubt in the mind of the reader. 
If the above statement is correct, 
why do so many dealers neglect 
to state if the stamps they are 
offering are mint or used. If 
somebody collects mint stamps, 
he does not want used ones 
vice versa. 

In the Jan. 16 issue of Linn’s 
Weekly Stamp News I count 74 
ads which clearly state what kind 
of stamps are for sale and 37 ads 
which leave you guessing and for 
this reason are worthless to the 
majority of readers. 

This survey does not include 
the small classified ads which, as 
a rule, in spite of their shortness 
are definite and efficient but the 
larger ones only. : 

Not included in above figures 
are also advertisements by deal- 
ers, wanting to buy stamps. 
These are always very explicit.

American countries permitted 
him to debauch philately with 
his famous Seebeck issues. These 
issues have always been a blight 
on the hobby and have done 
more to destroy interest in the 
stamps of Latin American coun- 
tries as a whole than any other 
one thing. We say Latin Ameri- 
can countries as a whole for the 
simple reason that the amateur 
who hears and learns just a little 
about the Seebeck issues is 
haunted by the fear and belief 
that practically all stamps of 
South and Central America may 
be classed in this category. As a 
matter of fact the contract with 
Seebeck was entered into by but 
four -countries, Ecuador, Hon 
duras, Nicaragua, and Salvador 
and covered the period from 1890 
to 1895 for some countries and to 
a later date for other countries. 
In those days this was looked 
upon by the stamp trade as a 
smart deal on the part of Mr. 
Seebeck. The hobby has suffer- 
ed tremendously from this event. 

In later years, as philatelic in- 
terest became more widespread, 
there have been countless in- 
stances of exploitation of the col- 
lector by stamp dealers who are 
in business to make money. What 
has been done by some of them 
would gladly have been done by 
others provided they had the 
capital and the ability to pull off 
the deals. More and more of this 
sort of business will be done just 
so long as the collector will stand

for it. We have little hope that 
the stamp dealers as a body wil 
take any action to discourage 
these practices, for these men are 
in business to sell stamps and 
will sell them just so long as they 
can find buyers for them. 

In the second letter which we 
quoted, the writer says, “I am 
disgusted at the way stamp pa- 
pers are allowing certain issues to 
come on the market so that one 
or two people can make $10,000 
or more.” 

Note that this man blames the 
stamp papers. Also note that he 
makes no protest about the short 
issues, which are all too small 
to guarantee that there will be 
an ample supply at a reasonable 
price over face, for the collector. 
His interest seems to be in get- 
ting some of the stuff himself so 
that he can make some of the 
money. We feel confident that he 
would take the whole issue just 
as the other fellow did if he had 
the capital and the ability to pull 
the deal. His interests is not for 
the collector, but for his own 
profit. Also we should note that 
stamp papers are not stamp deal- 
erg. We publishers get some news 
and information, but we seldom 
run up against the inside story 
of manipulation that the dealer 
is all too well acquainted with. 
Why should the stamp paper be 
blamed for those things. -The 
fault and the whole fault lies 
with the stamp dealers them- 
selves. It would be sound busi- 
ness policy were the American 
Stamp Dealers Association to 
bend every effort to break up 
these practices. The men at the 
head of this organization ought 
to be able to see far enough a- 
head to realize that they have a 
great responsibility to the stamp 
collector. It is the stamp collec- 
tor that makes the stamp dealer 
possible. Without the collector, 
there would be no dealer. Would 
it not be honorable and decent 
policy for these men who want 
your business to make it their 
business to see that the hobby is 
kept as clean as possible and as 
free from chicanery, fakery and 
other things of a like nature. 
We feel confident that big bus- 
iness men’s’. organizations in 
many other fields would take a 
very great interest in seeing 
that competition in their fields

omer got a square deal. 

Also why blame the A. S. D. A. 
alone. What about the National 
Stamp Societies, the American 
Philatelic Association, the So- 
ciety of Philatelic Americans, the 
Collectors Club of New York, the 
new Philatelic Foundation, Mem- 
bers of each and every one of 
these bodies have a perfect right 
to ask, “what are you doing about 
these matters?” The _ societies 
could exert a tremendous influ- 
ence in our hobby if they ever 
tried to do anything on a big 
scale besides get new members. 
The A. P. S. has a_ reserve 
of around $100,000.00. If they 
spend half of this to clean 
up the stamp business it would 
be a good investment and an 
outstanding accomplishment. 

Yes, the stamp papers can help 
too. However do not get busy 
right now and write us a letter 
and tell us to go ahead and scalp 
them. We have no intention of

a later edition, but only addition 
of new issues each year can be 
counted om as an assured need 
for a new edition and there could 
readily be devised a plan for add- 
ing these extra pages so that the 
prospective buyer would not 
need pay $3.00 for a new volume 
each year. That fact alone will 
have a great effect on the total 
sale of these books since few 
except rabid specialists would 
consider it worth the price to 
buy a new book each year, for 
the sake of a few revisions or an 
added page or two for new issues. 

We would suggest that future 
printings of this booklet be made 
in a manner that would permit 
adding pages and that all prices 
be left out of the booklet, a 
priced sheet in three columns or 
more could be included in the 
back of the book and replaced 
annually at a charge of 10c or 
some such nominal figures, or 
perhaps given gratis to regular 
customers. 

The book is a wonderful hand- 
book, so long as the current 
prices are in effect, but so soon 
as these prices become upset to 
any extent, it is just another old 
catalogue of lesser value.

not pull the same deals if able 
and capable, for do they not all 
sanction these things by their 


silence. 


You who collect U. S. only 
need not laugh up your sleeve, 
these matters altho they concern 
foreign stamps may have reper- 
cussions some day that will affect 
your U. S. holdings. The poor 
sucker collector might be driven 


too far some day. 


Also do not forget that back 
in 1935 a bright and smart west- 
ern dealer had a racket whereby 
he was putting superb, lightly 
eanceled singles and blocks of 
current commemorative 
stamps on the market at a frac- 
tion of their ordinary retail value. 
Had this been permitted to con- 
tinue your U. S. collection would 
have been as trashy as a batch 


all 


of colored picture cards. 


We could go on and on writing 
but have said 
enough to point out what is hap- 
pening and to point out the rem- 
edy. It is entirely up to you col- 
lectors. If you want action, de- 
mand it from the sources we 
have suggested. The publishers 
can do a heap if you can scare 


on this subject, 


them out of their fear. 
We have no intention of fol- 
lowing up this 


and more than enough, sound 
and legitimately issued stamps 
for every collector, we need no 
stamps exploited, for our collec- 
tions. 

Personally, we feel that the 
dealers themselves, through their 
association, are the most to blame 
and that they are obligated to 
their customers, the stamp col- 
lectors of America to see that a 
square deal is given the collector. 
We hope that there will be BUS- 
INESS MEN in the ASDA who 
after thinking this thing over, 
can become foresighted enough 
to realize their responsibilities.
